Detroit Contractors 
Air Complaints at 
Milk Price Hearing 


By C. Dale Mericle 

DETROIT Refrigeration contrac- 
tors here estimate they've lost 
$1,000,000 a year because dairies 
supply equipment and free servicing 
to retailers, they told a local com- 
mittee probing the dairy industry 
here. 

These opinions were voiced by four 
officers of the Refrigeration Contrac- 
tors Association of Detroit, who 
cashed in on a chance to publicize 
their complaints against the allegedly 
unfair competition of the dairy com- 
panies. 

In addition, the contractors told 
the committee there is a proposed 
law before the Michigan State Legis- 
lature which if passed would make 
it illegal for dairies to give refrig- 
eration equipment or service to re- 
tailers without charging a “reason- 
able rental” or selling new equipment 
at the “printed retail list price.” 

It was the announcement of an- 
other in the recent series of increases 
in the price of milk here that touched 
off the investigation. A four-man 
committee appointed by the Common 
Council of the City of Detroit has 
heard many witnesses from national 
and local dairies as well as Federal 
officials in its attempt to learn what 
was behind these milk price boosts.

‘Low Point’ In Metals 
Seen for 2nd Quarter 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 13— 
Metal allotments for civilian goods 
will probably “touch bottom” in the 
second quarter of 1952, NPA Chief 
Henry H. Fowler said today. 

Fowler also commented on a letter 
from Defense Production Administra- 
tor Manly Fleischmann urging manu- 
facturers to maintain an “adequate 
supply of low and medium-priced es- 
sential civilian-type goods,” by de- 
claring that the NPA has been 
watching for any tendency on the 
part of civilian goods producers to 
“go into the production of fancy, 
high-end civilian items at the ex- 
pense of low-end merchandise.” 

In the interest of price stabiliza- 
tion, he said, NPA would attempt to 
stop such tendencies to prevent the 
lower-priced lines from disappearing 
from the shelves and showrooms as 
many did in World War I.

goods—which include most appli- 
ances—will get, on the average, 50% 
of the steel, 30% of the copper, and 
30% of the aluminum they used be- 
fore the Korean outbreak. In the 
present (first) quarter of 1952, they 
got 50% of the steel, 35% of the 
copper, and 35% of the aluminum 
they used in the average of the first 
two quarters of 1950. 


’52 Frozen Food 
Convention In 
Chicago March 3 


CHICAGO--Program plans for the 
1952 Frozen Foods Industry Conven- 
tion to be held March 3 to 6 at the 
Conrad Hilton hotel in Chicago will 
delve heavily into the role of refrig- 
eration in the proper preservation 
and merchandising of frozen foods. 

Participating in the convention will 
be the National Association of 
Frozen Food Packers; the National 
Wholesale Frozen Food Distributors 
Association; the National Food Brok- 
ers Association; and (for the first 
time) the National Association of 
Refrigerated Warehouses. 

There will be no formal, centralized 
displays or exhibits. However, some 
equipment manufacturers and frozen 
food companies will have modified 
displays in sample rooms at the hotel. 
Inquiries on display facilities are 
being taken by the National Frozen 
Food Convention Committee, Conrad 
Hilton hotel, Chicago. 

The Frozen Food Packers Associa- 
tion will hold two panel meetings. 
The first, on Tuesday morning, March 
4, will concern “the effects of tem- 
perature and length of storage on 
the quality of frozen foods.” Experts 
will cover this subject as it relates 
to concentrates, fruits, and vege- 
tables, meats, poultry, and seafoods. 

To be covered in the panel on 
Wednesday morning, March 5, will 
be a discussion of “what occurs in 
the distribution of frozen foods from 
packer to retailer.” Some revelations 
concerning losses in quality are said 
to be in store by speakers covering:

U. S. Agencies Fight 
Fair Trade Revival 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—If Con- 
gress should pass legislation to re- 
store the full effectiveness of state 
Fair Trade laws, the U. S. govern- 
ment’s two top anti-trust enforce- 
ment agencies would probably try 
to beat such action by recommend- 
ing a presidential veto. 

Both the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion and the Anti-Trust division of 
the U. S. Department of Justice have 
appeared before the House sub- 
committees holding hearings on pro- 
posed legislation to put teeth back 
into Fair Trade. Both agencies op- 
posed passage of any such laws by 
Congress, and both urged repeal of 
the Miller-Tydings Act, which per- 
mits state Fair Trade laws to apply 
to goods in interstate commerce. 

In an appearance before the House 
Judiciary subcommittee, Rep. Morano 
(R. Conn.) author of one of the pend- 
ing bills to give Congressional ap- 
proval to the “non-signer” clause, 
told how this clause is the backbone 
of Fair Trade laws. It would bind 
all distributors to observe minimum 
resale prices agreed to in any one 
contract between a manufacturer and 
an individual distributor.

Stop Producing Some Items, 
Lose Workers; Shelving of 
Limitation Order Seen 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—-A proposed 
government production limitation 
order on air conditioning and com- 
mercial refrigeration products will 
probably not go into effect, but pros- 
pects for any substantially greater 
amounts of material in the second 
and third quarters of 1952 than the 
rather meager allotments the indus- 
try got in the first quarter are quite 
doubtful 

That was the substance of the con- 
clusions reached after the meeting 
here this month of The Commercial 
and Industrial Refrigeration and Air 
Conditioning Industry Advisory Com- 
mittee with the National Production 
Authority. 

The committee said that the manu- 
facturing firms which they represent 
will undergo a severe hardship un- 
less future allotments of steel, cop- 
per, and aluminum are larger than 
those received in the first quarter of 
1952. First-quarter 1952 allotments 
of controlled materials, compared to 
third and fourth-quarter 1951 allot- 
ments, were substantially reduced. 

However, NPA officials indicated 
that there would be only a “fair” in- 
crease in steel for the industry in 
the second quarter, and “very little” 
more copper and aluminum.

by a General Electric Co. electronics 
engineer 

T P. Curtis of Schenectady, N. Y. 
G-E Tube Dept. engineer, said that 
the key to such a dispenser is a type 
of electronic tube known as a magne- 
tron, which acts as generator of 
high frequency waves hed in heating 
the food 

He said that increased mass pro- 
duction ef a certain type of magne- 
trons may help make production of 
the new food dispensers commercially 
feasible 

If the economic problem is solved 
‘you may stop at your corner drug- 
store sometime in the future, drop a 
few coins in a slot, and one minute 
later lift out a dinner plate on which 
is a steaming hot dinner of meat, 
potatoes, and vegetables,” Curtis told 
the Dayton section of the American 
Institute of Electrical Engineers re- 
cently 

Curtia said that there is a tre- 
mendous field” for such a food dis- 
penser for use in drugstores, restau- 
rants, and factory cafeterias which 
confronted with problems of 
waste or leftovers 

Curtis noted that G-E has already 
developed a magnetron which has 
been used to defrost and heat pre-

cooked dinners within only 70 
seconds 
He said, however, that commercial 


uses of the magnetron, first de- 
scribed by G-E 30 years ago, have 
been overshadowed by its military 
applications 

He told the Dayton engineers that 
the tube “was an important factor in 
the development of radar which con- 
tributed extensively to the success of 
our military operations during the 
last war.”

An experiment in maximum hous- 
ing per square foot of ground space, 
the apartment house has attracted 


national attention. It consists of 48 
efficiency apartments, all on the 
ground level, in three rows of 16 


—rach,—set—back— te back .gkeriveway 


space on either side and between the 
rows provides adequate parking 
Each apartment is “divided” from 
the next by an inverted column of 
green-gold brick which extends out 
from the base to the eaves of the 
roof above 

Interior living space consists of the 
living room, 10 by 20 ft., provided 
with a rollaway bed which moves out 
on rollers from a recess at the lower 
rear wall. Above this, reached by a 
closet door at the right side, is a 
huge closet as wide as the bed and 
representing space from bed height 
to the ceiling. This large amount of 
storage space, actually capacious 
enough to hold a three-quarter bed, 
has been a major factor in apartment 
livability, according to Brazos Steel 
Building Co., builder 

The economy effected by the flat- 
roof construction of the apartment 
was a considerable saving, but 
brought up a serious heat load prob- 
lem. With temperatures often above 
100° F. in June, July, and August 
comfort air conditioning was an ab- 
solute “must” to rent apartments 

Prior to beginning construction 
Brazos Steel Building Co. experi- 
mented with a “pilot building” test- 
ing various methods of air condi- 
tioning at low expense. Eventually 
it was determined that a combina- 
tion of effective insulation with pack- 
age units, easily removed and re- 
placed, would prove most economical 

Thus, window frames into each 
living room were specially designed 
to accommodate \4-ton G-E package 
units, all done in brown and yellow 
to match the apartment's modern 
decor. With a steel platform already 
included in the window sash on 
which the package unit rests, and 
extended panels’ sliding tightly 
around it, the room coolers have no 
leakage problem 

Each apartment wall, ceiling, and 
floor is heavily insulated, with a 
tightiy-fitted 4-in. sheet of asbestos 
sheathing under wall plaster. In ad- 
dition, all spaces between studs is 
tightly packed with rock-wool insula- 
tion, and doors and windows are 
weather-stripped

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White House To Be Completely 


Air Conditioned by 400-Ton System 


WASHINGTON, D. C.--Thirty-two 
presidents have endured more than 
150 steaming summers here, but 
starting in the summer of 1952, 
Harry Truman and his successors 
will live in a White House where 
every room will be maintained at 
healthy and comfortable temperature 
and humidity conditions. 

When it was decided that the 
White House should be structurally 
reinforced and otherwise completely 
renovated, it- was both logical and 
practical to design and install a cen- 
tral air conditioning plant. 

While internal structural weak- 
nesses were being investigated and 
remedied, the location of ductwork 
and piping for the central system was 
also determined. 

Plans and specifications were drawn 
up by the engineers of the Public 
Buildings Administration, and the 
general contract was eventually 
awarded to John McShain, Inc. The 
mechanical contract was subsequent- 
ly let to Reuben L. Anderson, Inc. 
The contract for the refrigeration 
machinery was awarded to. the 
Worthington Pump & Machinery

Worthington office, described the 
White House air conditioning instal- 
lation. 

Two Worthington Model 46C33 cen- 
trifugal refrigeration compressors 
comprise the heart of this system 
Each compressor is driven by a 250- 
hp. electric motor, made by the Elec- 
tric Machinery Mfg. Co 

Together, these compressors will 
deliver a total of 400 tons of refrig- 
eration, cooling 960 g.p.m. of water 
from 54° F. to 44° F. This chilled 
water is then pumped through five 
fan coil units where 2,838,000 cu. ft. 
of air can be cooled hourly and dis- 
tributed wherever needed in the 
White House 

Three of these fan coil units will 
serve the first and ground floors, 
which are used primarily as offices 
Under normal conditions, the cooling 
air for these floors will be 30°) fresh 
and 70% recirculated. However, these 
fan coils were designed so that 100% 
fresh air could be used when neces- 
sary or desired. 

The other two fan coil units will 
serve the second and third floors, 
which are devoted to sleeping quar- 
ters. The air sent to these floors will 
be 100° fresh at all times. This pro- 
vision was adopted to guard against 
possible transmission of communica- 
ble diseases through the air condi- 
tioning system 

The conditioned air is delivered at 
a positive pressure to prevent infiltra- 
tion of hot air from the outside. On 
the other hand, to prevent the pres- 
sure from building up too much with- 
in the White House, an automatic 
exhaust fan is provided, controlled 
by a pressurestat, to exhaust the ex- 
cess air as required. 

Two cooling towers, each handling 
62,000 c.f.m., are required to cool the 
circulating water for the refrigera- 
tion condensers from 98° F. to 88° F. 


One condenser is supplied with each | 


compressor. 


It is this part of the system which, | 


in effect, transfers the heat from in- 


| side the White House to the atmos- 


phere. The saturated air leaving the 
cooling towers is exhausted through 
a large underground tunnel. 

The entire central refrigeration 
plant is located underground in the 
general area of the north porch of 
the White House. Even the cooling 
towers are located underground, con- 
trary to normal practice, in order not 
to mar the appearance of the build- 
ing or the surrounding grounds. 


Special pains were taken through- 


out the installation to insure the very | 
best performance. An example of this | 


is the use of spun glass insulation on 


| the compressor coolers. 


The most unusual feature, how- 
ever, is a system of controls which 
will maintain conditions of 78° F. 
dry-bulb and 45% relative humidity 


throughout the building at all times,

ing the war years. After the war, 
he obtained the C. V. Hill franchise 
for this area and has kept it ever

At first he tried to cover the entire 
commercial refrigeration and air 
conditioning fields. But in 1947, he 
decided to concentrate on the food 
market equipment and at the same 
time maintain his service business. 

His organization is still small, 
consisting of only three salesmen, 
including himself, three servicemen 


| (four more are added during the rush 


summer season), and an office man- 
ager 

The small size is almost necessary, 
because sales are made on the per- 
sonalized service and know-how of 
Joseph himself. All efforts of the 
other salesmen are pointed toward 
that end 


‘ARCTIC NEWS’ PAVES THE WAY 


To help salesmen win the grocer’s 
confidence, the firm publishes a small, 
monthly four-page newspaper called 
“Arctic News" which is mailed to 
1,200 grocers in the trade territory. 

“Arctic News” is well spiced with 
pictures of Arctic installations, Hill 
equipment, and merchandising ideas; 
cartoons; brief items on grocery 
merchandising; jokes; descriptions of 
outstanding installations; and humor- 
ous bits pertaining to the food trade. 
All major items are strictly local in 
character to increase reader interest. 

But, most important of all from 
is an editorial 
carefully written by Joseph to give 
the grocers a taste of his ideas on 
food merchandising. The editorial 
always appears under a picture of 


Joseph along with his by-line. It 
never runs longer than five or six 
paragraphs so the grocer can read 
it in a few minutes. 

“The effect of this paper is two- 
fold,”” McMenamin pointed out. “First, 
it makes the name of Arctic Refrig- 
eration and Mr. Joseph familiar to 
all the grocers. Whenever a salesman 
walks into a store and introduces 
himself as a representative of Arctic 
Refrigeration, the grocer immediately 
connects him with the paper he has 
been receiving. The salesman is not 
a stranger. 

“Secondly, it builds up Mr. Joseph's 
reputation with the grocers and they 
think of him as an authority in the 
field even before they ever meet him. 
This plays a very important part in 
our sales technique.” 

McMenamin “breaks the ice” for 
Joseph who actually closes the sale. 

“I set the stage,” McMenamin ex- 
plained. “I plant the germ of what 
modernization can do for the grocer 
so that he has accepted the idea 
before we call Mr. Joseph in.” (Mc- 
Menamin always referred to his boss 
with deference and respect as “Mr. 
Joseph,” this subconsciously builds up 
in the mind of the prospect the idea 
that Joseph is a respected authority.) 

McMenamin emphasizes two points 
to the grocer. One is that the aver- 
age housewife is woefully ignorant 
of the business of shopping for food, 
though she is participating in the 
largest dollar volume business in this 
country. She goes where she thinks 
she is getting the best buy whether 
she really is or not. The grocer, he 
stresses, can influence her into be- 
lieving that his store is that place. 

The other point is that Mr. Joseph

Joseph Shows Small Grocers How To Use 
Same Techniques as Large Markets 


(Concluded from preceding page; 
can plan the grocer’s store around 
the grocer’s own specific personality 
so that he will recapture trade he 
is currently losing to supermarkets. 

McMenamin firmly believes and he 
tells his small town and rural grocer 
prospects that if they are within 20 
miles of a metropolitan center they 
are losing a good many of their 
customers to city supermarkets. 

These customers, he points out, 
want the self-service arrangemro* 
and other services that the supe: 
market offers them. They prove it 
by traveling up to 20 miles from 
home to get them. 

So, he argues, why not offer them 
exactly the same thing right in your 
own store with the added attraction 
of being much more conveniently 
located ? 

He adds that the housewife is 
already conditioned to the supermar- 
ket way of doing business even 
though she lives in the country. With 
promotion techniques supplied by 
Joseph along with individually tai- 
lored store planning, the customer 
can be convinced that the new local 
store is the best place for her to shop. 

McMenamin has a shining example 
of what can be done in this regard 
in an Arctic installation made in 
Stockbridge, Mich., a small town of 
900 population. There a local grocer 
moved into larger quarters and con- 
verted to a _ self-service operation, 
with the help of Joseph's “tailored” 
engineering 


CUSTOMERS STOOD IN LINE 


When the grand opening was held, 
people lined the sidewalk four abreast 
for a block to get into the store 
Volume more than doubled and has 
maintained the new level ever since, 
McMenamin reported. 

McMenamin further explains to 
the grocer that Mr. Joseph's store 
planning is not merely an arrange- 
ment of fixtures. When Mr. Joseph 
engineers the store he considers the 
location, size, and shape of the build- 
ing, the type of trade the store will 
attract, the personality of the owner, 
and the personality of the store. 

When the grocer has reached the 
point where he feels that he wants 
this modernization, then McMenamin 
“suggests” that they call in “Mr. 
Joseph" and get his recommenda- 
tions. 

Naturally, Joseph is apprised in 
advance of the situation. But when 
McMenamin brings Joseph to the 
store, he introduces him to the grocer 
and reviews the situation completely 
in front of the grocer as though he 
were telling Joseph of the man's 
wishes for the first time. 

Joseph remains silent through this 
recital and then McMenamin asks, 
“Mr. Joseph, what would you recom- 
mend?” 

Joseph then gives the grocer spe- 


cific recommendations of what should 
be done to increase his business. 
There it is. If the grocer wants to 
accept those recommendations, well 
and good, if not, he can reject them. 

The grocer has been primed, how- 
ever, so that he is more inclined to 
accept than reject. Somewhere along 
the line, he gives an indication of 
how much he can or is willing to 
spend on modernization. Joseph then 
tells him what he can do on the 
amount of money he wants to spend 
to get the most for it. 

Joseph points out that he never 
sells price to the grocer. Instead he 
sells a complete package-—a modernly 
designed store. The price of the 
equipment used is incidental. 

This method works because Joseph 
has sold his ideas against lower 


price competition many times. In one | 


instance, a grocer gave Joseph the 
contract when his bid was $2,000 


higher than his nearest competitor. | 


Then Joseph plans and lays out 
the new store for the grocer and 
installs and arranges the equipment. 
But his service goes beyond that. 

From his research studies, he has 


even developed a system of arrang- | 


ing food on the shelves in such a 
way as to bring more profit to the 
grocer. 

This may sound unbelievable, but 
Joseph reports that the A & P food 
chain through intensive research has 
discovered that specific arrangements 
of food on the shelves according to 
the direction of major traffic flow 
can increase the grocer’s profits by 
15%. 

Joseph, in explaining this idea, 
likens the food store to a carnival in 
the eyes of the shopper. When she 
comes to the store, she has a certain 
amount of money to spend and a 
list of certain things that she wants 
to buy. 

As she starts her trip around, she 
has plenty of money and will toss 
into her basket anything that catches 
her fancy. 

But when she gets near to the 
checkout stand and has a basket 
full of groceries, she is beginning to 
worry about how much she has 
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already spent. So she resists the im- | 


pulse to pick up things and attends 
strictly to the business of getting the 
items that she knows she has to 
have. This is one reason Joseph 
thinks it is a mistake to place the 
ice cream freezer next to the check- 
out stand. 


PUT HIGH PROFIT ITEMS FIRST 


So, in a very general statement, 
Joseph's policy is to place the high 


profit, high impulse items that are | 


not on the woman's list near the start 
of the traffic flow. 

Another invaluable piece of infor- 
mation that Joseph uses and supplies 
to his customers is a chart put out

a survey made by that firm of what 
foods women buy on impulse and how 
often they buy them. 

This is worked out in percentages, 
along with the percentage of profit 
the grocer makes on each item. 

Using this chart, the grocer can 
pick the items which the largest 
number of women buy on impulse 
and on which he makes the highest 
percentage of profit and build his 
special displays from them. 

Joseph combines this information 
with other data he has on where to 
place special displays for greatest 
sales, and the grocer’s knowledge of 
local habits and preferences. Then 
he arranges the store for maximum 
profit possibilities. 

When the time comes for the 
grand opening, McMenamin steps in 
again lays out advertising for the 
grocer, selects the most promising 
media in which to run it, arranges 
for searchlights, store decorations, 
and other crowd attractors. 


The grand opening is given the 
same ballyhoo as the big chains use 
all with the purpose of convincing 
local housewives that they now have 
in their neighborhood the same super- 
market facilities that they have been 
in the habit of traveling miles to get. 

After the grand opening, Joseph 
continues to guide the grocer in his 
operation until he feels the grocer is 
weil launched in his new venture. 
Even after that, the customer has 
the privilege of calling on Arctic 
Refrigeration for any counselling 
service that he may want-—all for 
free 

“We will perform all the services 
for our customers that a regular 
advertising agency would offer them,” 
McMenamin declared. “The grocer 
himself pays the bill but we offer 
him advice on how best to spend his 
money.” 

Though emphasis here has been 
placed on the small grocer, Joseph 


also handles large supermarket jobs 
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Just recently he installed 21 refriger- 
ated cases and four walk-in coolers 


in the sixth unit of the Market Bas. 
ket chain, one of the largest in 
Lansing 


But for every large supermarket 
job, there are many amall installa. 
tions. “The small grocer is our bread 
and butter,” Joseph commented, “so 
much of our thinking is directed 
toward him.” 

Joseph pointed out that where the 
small grocer often cannot afford a 
complete remodeling at one time, if 
he is put on the road to a more 
profitable operation, he will return to 
order additional equipment later to 
carry out the “vision” Joseph origi- 
nally planted 

Specialty shops also come within 
Joseph's purview. A recent example 
is the Wolverine Cheese Shop located 
on U. 8. 16, 12 miles east of Lansing 

This shop is operated by Edith A. 
Smith and her daughter Jean. They 
came to Joseph with merely the idea 
of selling choice domestic and im- 
ported cheese. 

Joseph laid out the small shop, in- 
stalling a single Hill dairy case and 
a 6 by 8-ft. walk-in cooler in the rear 
The Smiths started out with six 
rolls of Pinconning cheese and now 
have expanded to the point where 
they regularly store 300 rolls of 
cheese in the walk-in cooler 

The installation of the walk-in was 
slightly unusual, Joseph recalled, 
because he had to use a condensing 
unit that was absolutely quiet. He 
picked a ‘4-hp. Kelvinator. 

The cooler was in a cattle auction 
barn that abutted on the cheese shop 
and a noisy compressor would have 
interfered with the bidding on cattle 
whose prices go as high as $4,000 
a head, he explained.

(Concluded from ‘preceding page) 

The “Freon-22” gas is withdrawn 
from the coils in the cold diffusers 
through the liquid suction heat inter- 
changer where the gas picks up ad- 
ditional heat from the liquid refrig- 
erant, and thence to the intakes of 
the low-stage compressors. 

The gas discharged by the low- 
stage compressors is at a pressure 
approximately equal to the suction 
or intake pressure of the intermedi- 
ate stage compressors. Before enter- 
ing the intermediate-stage compres- 
sors, hewvever, the discharge gas 
passes through the suction gas de- 
superheater, where the small quan- 
tity of liquid refrigerant from the 
liquid-float control valve removes the 
superheat of the discharge gas. 

This saturated gas, on leaving the 
suction gas de-superheater mixes 
with the gas returning from. the-cold 
diffusers in the 0* Booth and then 
passes through the liquid-suction heat

The hot room, just a few feet 
away, is entirely automatic in opera- 
tion and construction.

Air from the hot room enters a 
blower unit through a return air 
screen and ductwork and passes up- 
wardly through a steam heated coil 
through a fan section from which it 
is discharged through ductwork back 
into the room. An automatic steam 
valve regulates the quantity of steam 
admitted through the steam coil, and 
thus controls the dry bulb tempera- 
ture within the room.

In Self-Serve Meat Dept. 


OMAHA, Neb.—An electric con- 
veyor-belt system has been installed 
at the Hinky-Dinky Super Market, 
24 and St. Mary's Ave., to increase 
efficiency in the self-service meat 
operation 

The conveyor has been located di- 
rectly behind 68 ft. of self-service 
type meat cases to eliminate the job 
of transporting heavy trays of pre- 
pared meats from backrooms to re- 
frigerated display cases 

As a result of the innovation, meat 
blocks, slicers, electric saws, etc., 
which formerly were backroom equip- 
ment, are now at the beginning of 
the conveyor line where customers 
may observe all operations. 

Meat cutters working at the block 
place trays of prepared meats on the 
belt. These trays are picked up by a 
clerk and loaded into the display 
cases without extra carrying. 

Stainless steel work tables also 
have been installed at the head of the 
conveyor line. Incorporated in these 
tables are four hot plates. Packages 
of frankfurters and similar meats 
are rapidly sealed on them before 
being placed on the aluminum belt. 
A checker weighs and price-marks 
the finished packages, which are now 
ready for display.

Chemical Research Lab. 


CORAL GABLES, Fla..-The Uni- 
versity of Miami has announced es- 
tablishment of an industrial chemical 
research laboratory under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Walter O. Walker, who 
was director of research for the 
Ansul Chemical Co. for many years 

Dr Walker's research in the 
chemistry of the refrigerating sys- 
tem has included studies of oils, 
separation of wax from oil refriger- 
ant mixture, moisture and drying 
methods, sludge formation, the action 
of methyl chloride on aluminum, and 
desiccants (driers). 

He is continuing research in many 
of these fields at the University of 
Miami, but the investigations he is 
directing in the Industrial Chemical 
Research laboratory embrace many 
other varied industrial problems. 

The chemical research laboratory 
is located on the university’s south 
campus, which was formerly the 
Richmond Navy air base for dirigi- 
bles, about 12 miles south of UM's 
main campus in Coral Gables. 

The laboratory building contains 
laboratory and glass-blowing rooms, 
as well as offices. Except for the spe- 
cial apparatus built for refrigeration 
research, the laboratory equipment is 
conventional. 

Sharing the long building with the 
industrial chemical research labora- 
tory is an isotopes laboratory for 
radioactive tracer studies. 

Of special importance to the refrig- 
eration industry is the U. of M. 
policy permitting a limited number 
of graduate students in chemistry to 
work in this laboratory, for acquiring 
techniques of moisture determination, 
oil and sludge analysis, wax sepa- 
ration, and others not available ex- 
cept in a laboratory of this type. 

A limited number of men, highly 
trained, will thus be available to the 
refrigeration industry for research 
and general chemical control work.

CHICAGO Faced with the re- 
fusal of local newspapers to carry 
its advertising because that adver- 
tising was termed by the Chicago 
Better Business Bureau as “not in the 
public interest,” Central Housekeep- 
ing Mart, Inc. recently ran the fol- 
lowing “correction” in the Chicago 
Sun Times 

“In recent advertisements we of- 
fered a Universal gas range at $99 
under a general caption ‘save $70.’ 
We also offered a Maytag washing 
machine at $89 under the caption 
‘save $40.95!'" Another offer illus- 
trated a Universal coffee maker 
priced at $14.95. 

“We have since learned our sales- 
men knocked these articles in their 
attempts to switch customers to 
other more expensive ones. The Uni- 
versal coffee maker offered at $14.95 
was non-automatic whereas the auto- 
matic coffee maker was illustrated. 
The automatic coffee maker retails 
at a higher price 

“We regret these practices and in- 
vite any dissatisfied customer desir- 
ing any of these articles and who 
were caused to buy other merchan- 
dise, to return same for refund or 
exchange for articles as advertised.”

On Method of Defrosting 
In Frigidaire “‘Cycla-Matic” 

In the description of the new 
1952 Frigidaire “Cycla-Matic” 
househoid refrigerator models 
published in the Feb. 4 issue of 
the News it was erroneously stat- 
ed that “Defrosting is done auto- 
matically and regularly at the end 
of each refrigerant cycle, when 
warm refrigerant flows into the 
‘Refrig-O-Plate’ coils.” 

Frigidaire officials point out that 
warm refrigerant does hot “flow 
into the coils,” but that “the re- 
frigerant that is in the coils na- 
turally warms up and when it 
gets above 32° the thin film of 
frost on the ‘Refrig-O-Plate’ 
melts.”
